(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any persons. 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
persons and the other party to t'-e marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is ofopinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it may, by order, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons . 

6. Saving .—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations in relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time in this regard.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person ; 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, re- 
lax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G.S.R. 425. — The following draft of certain rules further 

to amend the Minimum Wages (Central) Rules, 1950, which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-section 12) of section 
30 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) is hereby 
published as required bv sub-section (1) of the said section 
for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consideration on the expiry of the period of four months 
from the date of publication of this notification in the Offi- 
cial Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with regard to the said draft before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Minimum Wages (Cen- 
tral) Amendment Rules, 1979. 

2. In role 21 of the Minimum Wages ^Central) Rules, 
1950,— 

(1) in sub-rule (2), — 

(a) for clause (xiii), the following clauses shall be sub- 
stituted, namely : — 

“(xiii) Deductions made with the written authorisation 
of the employed person for contributions to the 
National Defence Fund or the Prime Minister’s 
National Relief Fund or to any Defence Savings 
Scheme approved bv the Central Government or 
to such other Fund as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
specify in this behalf’; 

(b) after clause (xiii). the following clause shall be in- 
serted, namely 

“(xiv) deductions for recovery of loans granted for 
house building or other purposes approved by the 


Central Government, and for the interest due in 
respect of such loans, subject to any rules made 
or approved by the Central Government regulat- 
ing the extent to which such loans may be 
granted and the rate of interest payable thereon”; 

(2) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

“(2A) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, 
the total amount of deductions which may be made 
under sub-rule (2) in any wage period, from the 
wages of an employee shall not exceed — 

(i) 75 per cent of such wages in cases where such 

deductions are wholly or partly made for pay- 
ments to co-operative societies under clause (x) 
of sub-rule (2); and 

(ii) 50 per cent of such wages in any other case : 

Provided that where the total amount of deduc- 
tions which have to be made under sub-rule (2) 

in any wage period from the wages of any em- 

ployee exceeds the limit specified in clause (i), 
or, as the case may be, clause ;(ii) of this sub- 
rule, the excess shall be carried forward and re- 
covered from the wages for succeeding wage 
period in such number of instalments, not ex- 
ceeding six. ns may be necessary, to -mable the 
deductions to he made in compliance with the 
said limit 

Illustration. — The wages of an employee for the month of 
January (wage period) are 100 rupees and deductions (which 
include deductions on account of dues of a cooperative 
society) amount to 90 rupees. His maximum deduction from 
the -wages for January will be 75 rupees. The excess amount 
of 15 rupees will be carried forward and recovered in not 
more than six instalments by limiting other deductions for 
those months so that the total deduction does not exceed 75 
per cent in any month (wage period)”.

G.S.R. 426. — In exercise of ihe powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules further to amend the Depart-
